Washington 
conferences are 
said to be preliminary only to the 
world economic conference, but the 
methods which the President has 
adopted make it appear that he is 
about to capitalize the very thing 
about which foreigners—and many 
Americans, too—complained, name­ 
ly, economic and political isolation 
of America. 
Authorities here characterize his 
move as a bold stroke. They see al­ 
most a transplanting of the main 
conference to the United States. 
But they see also many possible 
pitfalls in the President’s plan. In 
calling the heads of the govern­ 
ments of Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Germany, Japan, China, Ar­ 
gentina, Brazil and Chile to the 
American 
capital, 
the 
President 
may be said to have caught oppo­ 
sition plans off first base, if one 
may refer to baseball for a par­ 
allel play. 
Information available 
in high quarters here is to the ef­ 
fect that few, if any, of them ex­ 
pected such a move. 
Any analysis of the policy on 
which the President has embarked 
must needs include reference to the 
certain benefits that come from 
knowing all of the facts. The Pres­ 
ident has set out to learn them. 
He believes the procedure in the 
later world conference will be made 
simple. 
But, according to expressions be­ 
ing bandied about, one ought to look 
behind the scenes. In such confer­ 
ences as are being held, there must 
be understanding of tradition, of 
past links or breaks between peo­ 
ples. 
There might be touchy spots, 
or there might be points susceptible 
of being put to good use in the re­ 
lations between nations. 
It seems 
that the danger lies, therefore, not 
so much in what is happening now, 
but wlmt has happened in years 
gone by.

Every one agrees the conferences 
concern not only a solution of the 
problems of the depression but they 
reach far into the future. 
Apparently everybody needs and 
wants foreign capital. We all want 
to borrow from one another, and all 
wont to trade with one another, but 
each wants a prior advantage in do­ 
ing it. 
It constitutes an exag­ 
gerated glamor upon which the eyes 
of all nations are set, and to think 
each one is going to give up some­ 
thing of importance is to expect an 
early arrival of a millenium.

proposition is one that is difficult 
to deny. The answer is simple, how­ 
ever, from the standpoint of na­ 
tional policy. 


Two reasons stand out why this 
sort of discounting should not be 
done: 1. If unlimited powers were* 
accorded the Federal Reserve banks 
in this direction, soon the Federal 
Reserve banks would be carrying 
the entire burden of municipal in­ 
debtedness. There would be no at­ 
tempt to market their securities 
elsewhere. 2. If the Federal Re­ 
serve banks were authorized to take 
such 
paper, 
many 
municipalities 
would be under no check or Inhibi­ 
tion against spending; they could 
run high, wide and handsome, in 
carrying out local improvements or 
local schemes without having to 
reckon their payment—at this time. 
So it becomes obvious that to per­ 
mit such discounts, sooner or later 
those towns and cities which failed 
to live within their income would 
be compelled to burden their people 
with taxes far beyond the present 
burden. 
Or the Federal Reserve 
banks would have to lose and the- 
currency issued against those war­ 
rants and other obligations would 
be worthless.

The condition growing out of the 
emergency banking act insofar as It 
has developed the 
Short-Sighted 
backwash of de- 
Leaders 
mands for addi­ 
tional 
discount­ 
ing privilege demonstrates probably 
better than any other circumstance 
now at hand as to the short-sighted 
policy so many alleged leaders have 
adopted. Here in congress, and else­ 
where throughout the country there 
has been a continual outcropping of 
movements which seek to promote 
action by the Federal government 
without consideration for the fu­ 
ture. 
The bulk of them seem not 
to take Into thought that ultimate­ 
ly the obligations thus created have 
to be paid at some time in the fu­ 
ture. 
Of course, there always has been 
merit in the argument that the 
present conditions will eventually 
end and that what we know as pros­ 
perity will again prevail. In that 
event, it is explained, some of the 
burden ought to be shared. 
The 
same argument was presented many 
times in congress respecting the re­ 
duction of the war debt. 
It was 
held during the treasury adminis­ 
tration of Secretary Mellon that he 
was paying off the debt too fast; 
that some of the burden ought to 
be passed on to future generations 
because they share the benefits of 
World war victory, and that is quite 
correct In the view of all observ­ 
ers here. Yet, no country and no 
people who have persisted in re­ 
maining everlastingly in debt have 
survived unless they had paid off 
their debts. 
Right now the wisdom of the Mel­ 
lon debt-paying policy is evident. 
Had not the national debt, which 
amounted roughly to $24,000,000,000 
when Secretary Mellon took charge, 
been rapidly reduced, the federal 
government never could have met 
the drain of deficits like it has In 
the last three years. The tax bur­ 
den. aside from running expenses 
for the government, would have 
been beyond comprehension of the 
American 
people. 
So apparently 
without attempting to analyze their 
programs from the perspective of 
the future, many of these breeders 
of Ideas are willing to establish 
themselves as community benefac­ 
tors or national statesmen by post­ 
poning the inevitable evil days of 
payment.

RURAL MISHAPS SHOWN 
TO BE MORE SERIOUS 


Three-fourths of the automobile 
accidents in the United States 
in 
1932, analyzed 
by road 
location, 
may 
be regarded 
as happening 
within cities and towns. 
Yet such 
a preponderance of accidents re­ 
sulted in less than half the total 
number of all deaths from automo­ 
bile accidents. 
Less than a fifth of the accidents 
happened at rural intersections and 
on highways, exclusive of the num­ 
ber which occurred on curves, ra il­ 
road crossings, on bridges and un­ 
der other miscellaneous conditions. 
Yet these 
accidents 
resulted 
in 
more than a third of all the deaths. 
About three and one-half per cent 
of the accidents happened on curv­ 
es, as specifically mentioned, 
yet 
such accidents resulted 
in 
more 
than 8 per cent of all the deaths. 
About one-half of one per cent 
of 
all the accidents happened at rail­ 
road crossings, yet such accidents 
resulted in about 4 per cent of all 
the deaths. 
These facts are shown to be the 
causes and extent 
of automobile 
accidents during last year. 
What are the reasons 
for 
the 
variations between the number of 
accidents and the number of peo­ 
ple killed ? 
The accidents at street intersec­ 
tions and between such 
intersec­ 
tions are not as serious in 
their 
consequences as the smaller num­ 
ber of accidents in rural sections 
because the rate of speed of cars 
in urban districts is much less. The 
accidents on curves are so serious 
in their consequences because speed 
is usually the main factor in 
the 
cause oi such accidents. The acci­ 
dents at railroad cros!#ings are so 
serious 
in their consequences be­ 
cause the probability of death 
for 
everyone in the car is great. 
On 
crossings, speed of the motor ve­ 
hicle may not be as important 
a 
factor as m some other types 
of 
accidents, but the great energy pro­ 
duced by a train even at a slow rate 
of speed corresponds to the hazard 
by a motor vehicle traveling at a | 
high rate of speed.

School money should not be used 
just to give people jobs for it was

Already Has Monument 


A monument to Louis Tasteur 
was unveiled 
and 
dedicated in 
Chicago a little more than three 
years ago. 
It stands in Grant 
Park at the west end of the Field 
Museum in the fine open plaza 
between that structure and Mich­ 
igan Boulevard. 
This piece of 
sculpture shows the figure of a 
woman presenting a palm to the 
bust of Pasteur, and on Its face 
the 3haft of the monument bears 
the 
words: 
“Erected 
to Louis 
Pasteur, Servant of Humanity, by 
the People of Chicago.” 
On the 
opposite side is a bronze plate 
which bears the following words: 


LOUIS PASTEUR 
1822-1895 
Benefactor in Industries, Revealer 
of Mysteries of Diseases of Man

Methods for Its Control, Whose 
Discoveries Have Lessened Suffer­ 
ing and Prolonged Life and Added 
Immensely to the Comfort, Se­ 
curity and Dominion of Man. 


This monument was built by

French societies, and other organ 
izations and individuals. 
Made Cities Possible 
It is peculiarly appropriate thai 
this monument should have been 
erected and this exhibit of Louis 
Pasteur's work should be shown 
in this great center of our na­ 
tion’s food supplies. 
He was the 
man who, among his many other 
activities, perfected the process 
of canning discovered by his com­ 
patriot Nicholas Appert. 
Without the existence 
of 
he 
modern commercial canning in­ 
dustry, neither Chicago nor any 
of our other great cities could 
exist, since it would be impossible 
to assemble sufficient food to feed 
their vast 
populations 
in 
any 
ither form. 
The most dramatic of Pasteur's 
discoveries was undoubtedly his 
treatment for rabies, now in prac­ 
tically 
universal 
use 
wherever 
civilization has spread, but it was 
his perfection of the canning pro­ 
cess which undeniably did most 
to "prolong life and add immeas­ 
urably to the comfort, security 
and dominion of man." 
Made Modern Surgery Possible 
The fact should not be over­ 
looked that modern surgery, as 
well as the aseptic treatment of 
wonnds in general, is entirely due 
to the work and discoveries of 
Pasteur. He first showed that in­ 
fection was due to living micro­ 
organisms, then proceeded to de­ 
velop the process of "steriliza­ 
tion” without which we coaid not 
think of surgery at all. He even 
determined the exact temperature 
to which glassware and other ma­ 
terials should be brought in order 
to be germ free.

The variety of signals at intersections is a source of great con­ 
fusion to drivers. 
In the same city, there will be colored lights over 
the center of some intersections; lights 
on 
the corners 
at 
other 
intersections: 
“stop-go” semaphores in the center at others; and on a 
single corner at still others. In the latter cases, the semaphore may be 
on the right or on the left of the street as the driver approaches. In 
driving in an unfamiliar part of the city, therefore, the driver must 
be constantly watching all possible positions for signals, to the detri­ 
ment of his driving if motor and pedestrian traffic is heavy.

Whatever the 
positions of the 
signal lights, the 
driver 
cannot 
safely be required to gaze direct­ 
ly at them for his signals, nor to 
be combing the street for them as 
he approaches. 
Pedestrians, cars 
at right and left, and street sur­ 
face irregularities must be watch­ 
ed by the driver, and to conserve 
safety the signal lights must be as 
conspicuous and readily noted 
as 
possible. 
The red and green lights 
formerly in use were serious sour­ 
ces of difficulty, since 
they were 
not distintcly apprehensible in per­ 
ipheral vision for the normal driv­ 
er, and were confusing for the so- 
called “color-blind” 
drivers 
(of 
whom there are many) even in di­ 
rect vision. The new color standards 
now generally adopted, are practi- 
chlly as distinguishable for 
the 
“color-blind” man as for the nor­ 
mal and are much more disting­ 
uishable in peripheral vision than 
were the old colors. 
In some cities, obstruction of the 
signals by trees is a serious dan­ 
ger. In many situations, constella­ 
tions of street lighting lamps, and 
advertising sigijs confuse the driv­ 
ers. Although the traffic light may 
be actually distinguishable from 
the surrounding galaxy 
of lights, 
there is no assurance that the driv­ 
er will distinguish it when- his ma­ 
jor attention is necessarily drawn 
to pedestrians or 
tangled 
traffic. 
Corners at which the approaching 
driver sees both the red and the 
green lamps are especially confus­ 
ing. The burning out of the lamps 
inside the signal fixture, 
through 
which one or more of the sides are 
rendered “dead” for one of the col­ 
ors, is a frequent hazard of some 
seriousness, since the driver, see­ 
ing no light, may assume that the 
signal is not operating, and 
that 
drivers from all directions are on 
their discretion; whereas the driv­ 
er on the cross street has a green

Remove Confusioh of Lights 


A red light should always mean: 
stop, and do not proceed until the 
light changes to green. 
Unfortu­ 
nately, drivers are confused by the 
frequent occurrence of red lights 
which are not 
intended 
as stop 
signals. Such a confusion of lights 
are found 
in many 
places, and 
should be abolished as soon as pos­ 
sible, for aside from the actual con­ 
fusion at these points, drivers are 
being trained to disregard the true 
significance of the red. 
It 
is a 
menace under modern 
conditions 
to have red mean anything other 
than stop, and stay stopped. 
Much of the 
present confusion 
and difficulty is due to the process 
of improvement, by which better 
signals are 
slowly replacing 
the 
poorer types, neqessaitily involv­ 
ing a medley 
for a while. 
Over 
and above the dangers and difficul­ 
ties which even the competent driv­ 
er finds with present traffic signals, 
there is a grave danger added by 
the perverse drivers who refuse to 
obey the* signals when 
they 
are 
perfectly 
clear. 
Probably 
every 
driver runs by red lights at times 
unintentially. 
The driver who de­ 
liberately runs by the' stop signal 
should be dealt with severely. 
The driver who starts his car on 
the yellow light is dangerous, and 
the driver who dashes across after 
the red has changed to yellow when 
he had ample time to stop safely 
and comfortably 
is in the 
same 
class. 
When these two come 
to­ 
gether at the same crossing, it is 
not merely suicide, 
for 
innocent 
persons may be involved in 
the 
catastrophe. 
Severe treatment is 
needed for thsee perverse drivers. 


Purpose of Yellow Light 


The purpose of the yellow light 
is twofold: to give a driver 
who 
has approached on the green light 
so close that stopping would 
be 
impossible without undue jar 
and 
confusion, time to get safely across 
and to give drivers stopped on the 
red due warning, that they may be 
ready 
to 
start 
promptly on the 
green 
light. The number of per­ 
verse drivers who try to 
gain 
a 
slight advantage by misuse of the 
yellow has let some cities to dis­ 
card the yellow altogether; 
and 
this is a great inconvenience 
to 
competent and legal drivers. 
Other 
perversities 
of 
drivers 
are failing to observe the 
“stop” 
signs on entering 
boulevards 
or 
through streets properly 
marked, 
which is a 
serious 
delinquency, 
threatening to all other 
drivers; 
and stopping on the footway at in­ 
tersections, to the great inconven­ 
ience of pedestrians. 
This latter 
offense may someimes occur 
with 
the best 
of 
intentions; but 
the 
driver who comits it habitually is 
either too incompetent to be 
al­ 
lowed to manage a car, or else is 
a plain hog.

The hulk of them seem not 
to take into thought that ultimate­ 
ly the obligations thus created have 
to he paid at some time in the fu­ 
ture. 
Of course, there nlwnys hns been 
merit in the argument that the 
present conditions will 
eventually 
end nnd that what we know as pros­ 
perity will again prevail. In that 
event, it is explained, some of the 
burden ought to be shared. 
The 
same argument was presented many 
times in congress respecting the re­ 
duction of the war debt. 
It was 
held during the treasury adminis­ 
tration of Secretary Mellon that he 
was paying off the debt too fa st; 
that some of the burden ought to 
he passed on to future generations 
because they share the benefits of 
World war victory, and that is quite 
correct in the view of all observ­ 
ers here. 
Vet. no country nnd no 
people who have persisted in re­ 
maining everlastingly in debt have 
survived unless they had paid off 
their debts. 
Right now the wisdom of the Mel­ 
lon debt-paying policy is evident. 
Had not the national debt, which 
amounted roughly to $24,000.000,000 
when Secretary Mellon took charge, 
been rapidly reduced, the 
federal 
government never could have met 
the drain of deficits like it has in 
the last three years. The tax bur­ 
den. aside from running expenses 
for the government, would have 
been beyond comprehension of the 
American 
people. 
So 
apparently 
without attempting to analyze their 
programs from the perspective of 
the future, many of these breeders 
of Ideas are willing to 
establish 
themselves as community benefac­ 
tors or national statesmen by post­ 
poning the Inevitable evil days of 
payment. 
I have discussed these plans and 
the philosophy they involve with a 
good many senators and representa­ 
tives in congress, privately, except 
In a few instances, they admit the 
fallacy of spending now and paying 
in the future If there is any other 
way to accomplish necessary ends. 
Publicly, however, they may make 
much 
noise 
in 
support of 
such 
things as the discounting of munici­ 
pal tax warrants or bonds or other 
obligations, because they think their 
people want them to support such 
things.

TO BE MORE SERIOUS 


Three-fourths of the automobile 
accidents in the United States 
in 
1932, analyzed 
by road 
location, 
may 
be regarded 
as happening 
within cities and towns. 
Yet such 
a preponderance of accidents re­ 
sulted in less than half the total 
number of all deaths from automo­ 
bile accidents. 
Less than a fifth of the accidents 
happened at rural intersections and 
on highways, exclusive of the num­ 
ber which occurred on curves, rail­ 
road crossings, on bridges and un­ 
der other miscellaneous conditions. 
Yet these 
accidents

more than a third of all the deaths. 
Aliout three and one-half per cent 
of the accidents happened on curv­ 
es, as specifically mentioned,

About one-half of one per cent

all the accidents happened at rail­ 
road crossings, yet such accidents 
resulted in about 4 per cent of all 
the deaths.

accidents during last year. 
What are the reasons 
for

variations between the number of 
accidents and the number of peo­ 
ple killed ? 
rI he accidents at street intersec­ 
tions and between such 
intersec­ 
tions are not as serious in 
their 
consequences as the smaller num­ 
ber of accidents in rural sections 
because the rate of speed of cars 
in urban districts is much less. The 
accidents on curves are so serious 
in their consequences because speed 
is usually the main factor in 
the 
cause of such accidents. 
The acci­ 
dents at railroad cros.^ngs are so 
serious 
in their consequences be­ 
cause the probability of death 
for 
everyone in the car is great. 
On 
crossings, speed of the motor ve­ 
hicle may not be as important 
a 
factor as in some other types 
of 
accidents, but the great energy pro­ 
duced by a train even at a slow rate 
of speed corresponds to the hazard ! 
by a motor vehicle traveling at a : 
high rate of speed.

Such a confusion of lights 
arc found 
in many 
places, and 
should be abolished as soon as pos­ 
sible, for aside from the actual con­ 
fusion at these points, drivers are 
being trained to disregard the true

to have red mean anything other 
than stop, and stay stopped. 
Much of the 
present confusion

W hatever the 
positions of the 
signal lights, the 
driver 
cannot

be combing the street for them as 
he approaches. 
Pedestrians, cars

In som e cities, obstruction of the 
signals by trees is a serious dan­ 
ger. 
In m any situations, constella­ 
tions of stree t lighting lam ps, and 
advertising sigty* confuse th e driv­ 
ers. 
A lthough the traffic lig h t m ay 
be actually distinguishable from 
the surrounding galaxy 
of lights, 
there is no assurance th a t the driv­ 
er will distinguish it w hen his m a­ 
jor attention is necessarily draw n 
to pedestrians or 
tangled 
traffic. 
C orners a t which the approaching 
d river sees 
both the red 
and the 
green lam ps are especially confus­ 
ing. 
The burning out of the lam ps 
inside the signal fixture, 
through 
which one or m ore of th e sides are 
rendered “dead” for one of th e col­ 
ors, is a frequent hazard of some 
seriousness, since the driver, see­ 
ing no light, m ay assum e th a t the 
signal is not operating, and 
th a t
